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Two larze Soviet Army Headquarters are located in Dresden and vicinity: 
the headquarters of the First Tank Army is in Radebeul and the head 
quarters of the Eleventh Tank Division is in the small village of Klose 
or Kioze. Units of the Eleventh Tank Division are stationed in villaces 
surrounding the headquarters. The eirfield which serves the First Tank 
Army is nine Idlometers from Drerden. In February 1949 an undetermined 
nunber of reeenforcenents arrived. They are young, newly-trained flicht 
serceants from Ruscie. 


At the beginning of Februsry 1949 al! Soviet Army gcnerals and a few 
selected colonels vere called to a week-long conference which wes held te 
either in Weimar or in Erfurt. The purpose of the conference is not i setent 
imoum. 


In February 1949 the "GB arrected seventeen Soviet officials of SIA Saxony, 
They were eharced with meintaining illegal relationships with Germans and 
were also accused of engagine’ in esplonavze for western powers. No evidence 
wos found to support the aceusation of espionage. The seventeen were ine 
mediately shipnved under suard to Russia. 


The nein "Visrmt" Meadquarters is loceted in Chemnitz; Maj, General laltsev, 


Chief of "Visrmt", has his office in the Chemnitz headquarters.1 Lesser 

adnind strative headai larters of "Vicrmt" are known (among the Soviet personnel) 
to be loented in Dresden (Weisser Hirseh), Aue, and Berlin. 

In January or February 1949, liarshal Sokolovski issued a command whereby 

Land SUA headquarters are ordered to supply esti ‘ates of the total amount 

of available raw materiale and manufactured goods.
